WasuixctTor, D. C., Nov. 1.—At o'clock 
this afternoon the House concurred in the 
Senate amendments tothe repeal bill by a 
vote of 191 for and 94 against. So the silver 
purchase clause ofthe Sherman law is re- 
pealed. The complete text ofthe bill is as 
follows: 


Be it enacted, etc., That so much of the act ap- 
proved July 18, 1890, entitled, An act directing 
the purchase of silver bullion, issne of Treasury notes 
thereon, and for other purposes, as directs the 

_ Becretary of the Treasury to purchase from time to 

time silver bullion to the aggregate amount of 
4,500,000 ounces, or zo much thereof as may be 
offered each month, at the market price thereef, 
not exceeding $1 for 371 55-100 grains of pure sij- 
vor, and to issue in payment for such purchases 
Treasury notes of the United States, be and the 
game is hereby repealed. 

And it is hereby declared to be the policy of the 
United States to continue the use of both gold and 
sliver as standard money, and to coin both gold and 
silver into money of equal intrinsic and exehange- 
able value, such equity to be secured through inter- 
national agreement or by such safeguards of | egisla- 
tion as will insure the maintenance ofthe parity in 
value of the coins of the two metais, and the equal 
power of every dollar at all times, in the markets 
and in the payment of debts. 

And itis hereby further declared that the efforts 
of the Government should be steadily directed to 
the establishment of such a safe system of bimetal- 
lism as will maintain at all times the equal power of 
every dollar coined or issued by the United States,

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Pie’ TO-DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 

WaAsntNGTOXN, D. C., Nov. 1.—The silver 
pill was laid before the House this 
morning. Biand having declined the offer of 
Mr. Wilson to allow one, two or three hours 
Gebate after the previous motion, and 
naving refused to enter into any agreement 
whatever that did not leave the repeal open 
for general debate and amendment, Mr. 
Wilson demanded the previous question. 

Bryan of Nebraska on behalf of the silver 
men at once moved to adjourn and de- 
manded a division. The motion was de- 
feated; yeas, 26; nays, 108. The silver men 
then moved a recess until s p. m., but this 
was also defeated on a division. 

Filibustering continued, but no roll call 

-was had on any motion. 

The silver men made an ineffectual attempt 
to secure a roll call, but on division 29 de- 
manded the yeas and nays and 185 were 
against the motion, and it was lost. Thus 
the silver men had not even been able to 
muster suMcient strength to secure a roll 
call. After this they again resorted to alter- 
nate dilatory motions for adjournment and 
recess. 

Gen. Catchings of the Committee on Rules 
gaida cloture will be brought in soon, if 
necessary. The silver men can keep up the 
filibustering indefinitely if a resolution is not 
brought in. 

Speaker Crisp took advantage of a mo- 
mentary lull and put the motion for the pre- 
vious question, which was declared carried. 

Bryan of Nebraska was demanding the 
attention of the Speaker, but was not seen. 
It was all done so quickly that the silver men 
aia not seem to know what happened. The 
result was greeted with loud applause. 

Snodgrass of Tennessee, who had been as- 
sisting the filibusters, made a motion to 
adjourn, but the Speaker said he had recog- 

- pized Mr. Wilson and he could not be taken 
off the por. 

Wilson asked Bland to consume the fifteen 
minutes to which the silver side was entitled 
and Bland began his address.

CAUSING TREPIDATION. 


‘The Bill Introduced by Black to Repeal 
the Indian Depredation Act. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—The bill introduced 
by Congressman Black of Illinois to repeal in 
toto the Indian depredation act ot 1890 is at- 
tracting considerable public attention and 
has caused the claim agents much trepida- 
tion. It has been referred to Chairman Hol- 
man of the Committee on Indian Affairs, and 
as its pussage would relieve the Government 


of vast obligations, it is likely to receive 
much support from members of that com-

passed hastily by the Fifty-first 

gress, and its passage led toa new element 
of damages to be used in claims against the 
Government. It provides that any depreda- 
tions committed by Indians, who were pre- 
sumed or declared to be friandly, may be 
urgedas claims in the Court of Claims es- 
tablished for that purpose. If judgment is 
obtained against these Indians it is tobe 
paid out ofanannuity coming to them from 
the Government, but in the event of their 


having no such annuity, provision is 
ade whereby the claim ~*~, be 
nally paid out of the nited 


States Treasury. Now the result on practical 
workings of this law has been that there 
have been claims aggregating about $30,000, - 
000 already filed undor the act of 1890, and 
judgments for $2,000,000 or $3,000,000 have 
already been allowed. The law practically 
removed the statute of limitations by allow- 
ing these claims to go back twenty-five years 
for their inception. The result of this law, if 
itis allowed to stand, will be calamitous. 
Under its operation, if an Indian tribe gots 
into trouble with their white neighbors and 
commit any damage the white neighbors at 
once have a Claim against them, and through 
them to the United States Treasury. I think 
there is no doubt of its repeal.

RECESS OR ADJOURNMENT. 


Vague Rumors There Will Be Pressure to 
Continue in Session. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 1.—There was a 
rumor flying about last night that a disposi. 
tion bad been manifested to oppose a recess 
or adjournment in the House and Senate. 
Upon inquiry it was developed that such a 
sentiment did not extend tothe House, al- 
though there was some talk about taking a

LITTLE HOPE FOR THE BANKRUPTCY BILL. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.— There seems no pos- 
sibility of the House passing the bankruptcy 


bill at this session, and there are grave 


doubts about it going through the House at 
all. The opposition has been gathering 
strength apparently, and have made im- 
pressive arguments against the bill. At all 
events the bill will be very materially 
amended before it gets through. Theoppon- 
ents of the bill will amend it if they can so 
that the author will not recognize it. The 
supporters of the measures, rather than see 
it defeated outright, will probably allow al- 
most any amendment to de made, hoping 
that the bill will be restored in the Senate 
and an agreement reached in conference 
which will meet the approval of a majority 
of the House. 


BANKING AND CURRENCY COMMITTEE. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 1.—When the 
resolution providing for hearings by the 
Banking and Currency Committee again 


comes up in the committee it will probabiy 
be modified so as to provide for hearings in 
Washington, but not to allow the committee 
to visit other parts of the country. This was 

the proposition that eaused the opposition in 

the committee last week. This means that 
there will be very few hearings, as it is 

doubtful if a quorum of the committee can be 

kept in the Sor Arter adjournment. The 

hearings would for persons not members 

of the House and it is thought that very few 
would avail themselves of the opportunity to. 
come to Washington to make an argument 
before the committee unless they eould com-

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LASTSAD RITES 


Remains of Chieago's Dead Mayor 
Borne to the Tomb. 


The Funéral Train a Very Long and 
Solemnly Imposing One, 


RELIGIOUS SERVICES CONDUCTED aT 
THE CHURCH OF THE EPIPHANY. 


The Remains Conducted From the Church 
to Graceland Cemetery, Where They 
Were Laid to Rest—List of Military, 
Municipal, Civic and Other Bodies in 
the Great Frocession—A Soothsayer’s 
Predietion— Prendergast. 


CHIcaGo, Nov.1.—With the solemn 
and imposing ceremonies befitting the ia- 
terment of the former Chief Magistrate of the 
Worild’s Fair city,and his pitifully dramatic 
fate, Carter H. Harrison's body was 
escorted to Graceland Cemetery by 
an immense throng of sorrowing 
citizens, Tenderly the remains were borne 
from the black-draped and. flower-scented 
corridor of the City Hall, where they had 
rested in state,and placed in the funeral car. 


Through the great crowd that 
had gathered to 560 the 
murdered Mayor’s last leave- 


taking of the scenes of his ardent labors in 
behalf of the city he loved, the black car 
slowly passed and took its place in the wait- 
ing procession. As it drew into the line the 
march was taken up and the thousands who

had gathered to do honor to the dead 


moved slowly through the crowded streets 
with banners draped and to the sad music of 


the funeral march. Out from the center of 
the city the great procession marched across 
the river and to the beautiful Church of the 
Epiphany, near the late Executive’s home. 

All along the line of march the people with 
sad faces and bared head watched the col- 
umn and about the church a throng as great 
as that which had been about the City Hall 
was gathered. 

From the time the Mayor’s body was placed 
inthe City Hall yesterday a continuous pro- 
cession has moved through the corridor and 
past the bier. For twenty-four hours the 
line remained unbroken, and when to-day 
the corridor was of necessity abruptly 
closed to the public, a great crowd still re- 
mainea in line awaiting a last look at the 
features of the dead Executive. All night 
long men and women stood in double file 
awaiting an entrance to the building. Late 
last night the line extended a biock anda 
half from the entrance and people stood in 
line for hours unwilling to lose their last op- 
portunity to see the face of Carter Harrison. 
As the long line grew shorter with the 
coming of the morning, the officers 
on guard used every endeavor to rush 
the people past the bier, but before the 
night’s crowd had melted the early morning 
throng began toarrive, and when the corri- 
dors were closed it was estimated that fully 
100,000 people had file‘ past the body.

PREDIC TED. 


HIS FATE 


What a Soothsayer Told Mayor Harrison 
a Few Years Ago. 


CuicaGo, Nov. 1.—A story is printed in a 
Chicago afternoon paper showing how Mayor 
Harrison was inſtuenced by the superstition 
which he imbued in his chlidhood from the 
negro servantsof his home in the South. 
According tothe Chicago paper, after his 
last term as Mayor and prior to his re-elec- 
tion and long before his engagement with 
Miss Howard and before the World’s Fair 
was even dreamed of, Mr. Harrison went one 
day toa fortune teller on the West Side and 
had his fortune predicted on the basis of 


palmistry. 

Or this visit he spoke to various members 
of che Illinois Club. The woman told, it is 
said, that he would again be Mayor of Chi- 
cago and that too in the supreme moment of 
its glory, and farther that he would again 
become engaged to be married and that his 
new term of mayoralty and his preparations 
of marriage would cause his dearth. The de- 
tails of the future were left vague. The cen- 
tral thoughts, however, were another term 
as Mayor, another marriage, and death, and 
the prediction madea profound impression 
on Mr. Harrison’s mind. He thought of it 
constantly and spoke of it frequently to his 
companions. 

It was with tue dicta of this fortune-teller 
in his mind that he entered the ca ign of 
1891 as a candidate for the Mayofalty. Fall- 
ing to get the nomination he was deeply 
chagrinéd. Confident of his strength and 
impelled by what he deemed his destiny he 
resolved: to enter the 3 an inde- 
pendent candidate against DeWitt C. Cre- 
gier, the regular Democratic nominee. The 
remarkable run made at that time is still 
fresh in the public mind. Mr. Harrison was 
beaten, but the superstitions of his old negro 
nurse and the later predictions of the spook 
priestess abided. 

Mr. Harrison accepted his defeat with 
equanimity, and never fora moment was 
recreant to his belief that he would again be 
Mayor of the city. He took it for granted 
that Chicago’s hour of highest honor had not 
come, That being his conviction he spoke 
with assurance alike of his own and the 
city’s future. This became manifest in his 
public utterances. His confidence in the 
greatness of the city was boundless, and 
ever and again the 8 of his speeches 
was: I'll be Mayor again.’ 

In the meantime the World’s Fair project 
developed, and the warm feeling between 
Mr. Harrison and Miss Howard ripened into 
affection. To the supposed child of fate 
these became the two factors referred to dy 
the fortune teller. From that time all Mr. 
Harrison’s political ambition centered on 
becoming the World’s Fair Mayor, and he 
entered the campaign of 1893 with never a 
doubt that he would be elected, Destiny, he 
thought, directed all his efforts. The result 
the public knows. 

With the same avidity he began his wooing 
of Miss Howard. She,tohim, was the one 
woman selected by heaven as his consort. 
He pressed his suit successfully, and the 
wedding was fixed for last September, bat 
was postponed on account of Miss Howarda‘s 
sickness.

Immense Crowd Follows 
Wild Antmal From Howard 
and Jefferson Avenue to Four: 
teenth and Franklin Avenue, 
Where It Fell Dead From Its Numer- 
ous Wounds-—Officer Tierney’s Inju- 
ries—His Story.

A wild steer, of the Texas variety, got loose 
in the Third Police District about 1:30 o’clock 
this afterndon and in the wild dash through 
the streets badly gored Officer William Tier- 
ney, tossed John Mann and Gracie Kelly and 
knocked down several other people and 
badly frightened probably a thousand. 

The animal escaped from a butcher in the 
vicinity of Jefferson avenue and Howard 
street. It ran down Howard street 
just at the time the children 
were coming from thé schools in the neigh- 
borhood, and the stréets were crowded with 
them, Theanimal, frightened at the cries 
of the «children, started, down Howard 
street with its head down, running in 
@ straight path, hooking right aud left. The 
cries of the people following it at a com- 
fortable distance warned passers by 
of the danger and safety was sought in 
yards, behind tree boxes and telegraph 
poles. After running about the neighbor- 
hood for a few minutes the steer started 
down a cross street to Carr street and 
came down town as far as Fourteenth 
street. It then ran down  Four- 
teenth street to Washington avenue and 
up Washington avenue for a few blocks, 
finally doubling on its tracks and reaching 
Pourteenth and Franklin avenue, where it 
was shot by a police officer. 

During its career down town the steer was 
followed by several police officers, who fired 
at it whenever there was a chance 
to do sO witnout endangering 
the lives of any of the people, 
pon the street.

TOSSED SEVERAL PERSONS, 

John Henry, living at Benton Station, first 
saw the steer at Eighteenth 
and St. Charles streets, where 
it chased him into a stable. When the 
steer saw that I had escaped him,’’ said 
Henry, he ran north on Eighteenth street 
to Washington avenue, where he encountered 
a little girl named Gracie Mann. He tossed 
her on his horns and caught her as she 
descended, tossing her from him after run- 
ning several yards. He then chased the 
tranfer agent of the Lindell Rail- 
way, but did not catch him, 
I followed him and at Sixteenth and Wash- 
ington avenue he tossed successively a 
man and a boy. I do not 
know how badly they were hurt because I 
followed the enraged animal, trying to 
warn tbe people. He chased people 
down Washington avenue until he reached 
Twelfth street, where a gentieman and a lady 
were crossing the street on the north side. 
They stopped in the middle of the street a nd 
the steer stopped also. After eyeing 
them a moment he rushed at 
them and tossed the man into the gutter 
Then he turned on the woman, who stood pet- 
rified with fright, and. tossed her over his 
back. He continued his mad run to Four- 
teenth and Carr streets, where he tossed and 
gored a policeman. 

The officer fired several shots into him, as 
did also a German with a shotgun. 
Altogether there were about nine or ten 
shots fired into him before he was killed.’’ 

MR.JOHN KELLY INJURED. 

At Nineteenth and Washington avenue, 

John Kelly, a tinner, employed by the 


Wrought Iron Range Co, was struck and 
tossed by the steer. In falling he struck a 
| lamp- post and was badly bruised. The steer 


went for him again, but Kelly jamped behind 
the post and the mad animal only butted tne 
iron. ' 

An unknown negro was tossed at the same 
place and chased on a passing wagon. 

OFFICER TIERNEY’S STORY. 

Officer Tierney Was seen at the City Dis- 
pensary about 1:30 o’clock. He said: ‘*I was 
standing onthe southeast corner of Four- 
teenth and Carr streets about 1 o’clock when 
I saw a wild ball, pursued by 500 or 600 
people, coming west on Carr street. 
At the southwest corner of the street 
the bull made arush at a little girl and I 
drew my revolver and; running up alongside 
of him, fired a snot, ' 

‘*Before I could get out of the Dull’s way he 
turned on me and caught me here in the 
right leg and thigh. He lifted me up and 
threw me into the street. I was not hurt so 
badly but that 1 could get on 
my feet again, or it might have fared 
worse with me. He made at me again, but 
I dodged to one side and he started off down 
Fourteenth street with the crowd still pur- 
suing him. The trouble ‘was that it was 
dangerous to shoot in the midst of such a 
large crowd, and the officers and citizens 
who pursued the wild beast had to 
be very careful. I was  disabied 
and could not foliow but I learned on my way 
here to the Dipensa@ry that the bull was shot 
dead on Fourteenth street, between Wash 
street and Franklin avenue.

HOW WILLIAM GRIFFITH DECEIVED 
SOME WEALTHY BRITONS. 


They Dined, Wined and Entertained Him 
as a Standard Ol Magnate—Then He 


Managed to Open Their Purses and 
Disappeared— He Has a Record * Two 
Continents. 


New Tonk. Nov. 1.—The poiice of London 
and New York are on the trail of one of the 
smoothest rascals that ever detective put his 
wits to work about. The man is known by 
several names. William Grimth, alias 
Griffin, alias Graham, alias St. Elemer, His 
fleld of operations is not confined by even 
the bounds of a continent, for he has 
„operated in this country, Canada and 
Australia, and has just managed to make his 
visit to England oneprolific of wealth 
to himself, while a trail of sor- 
rowing victims marks his pathway 
through the tight little isle.’* He 1s a fine- 
looking man, about 38 years of age, six feet 
in height, and dullt Mkeanathiete. He has 
the appearance of being what he pretends to 
be—a highly prosperous speculator. He 
dresses in the height of fashion and carries 
an extensive wardrobe, 

On the pretense that he was one of the 
chlef owners of the Standard Ol Co., he 
swindled right and left. In conversation he 
ig most fascinating, and he has a memory 
that is little less than phenomenal, 

In London, besides apartments at the 
Savoy, he secured quarters at the Metropole 
and took Impresario Edwin Oleary’s fine 
chambers in the Trafalgar Building while 
the latter was in America. He introduced 
himself at the bars of the Metropole and 
Victoria Hotels, where he bought champagne 
with such dazzling re pidity as to attract at- 
tention on all sides. Very quietly he gave it 
out that he was John D. Rockefeller’s right 
bower. This bit of gossip spread quickly, 
and Grimth received homage from a certain 
class of Englishmén which added to his fame 
with Americans who were strangers to Lon- 
don, 

Among the Americans there was Frank D. 
Merrill of New York, representing the Vene- 
zuelan Government in a business way. Ina 
pretended burst of confidence Griffith told 
Merrill that he had 100,000 barrels of crude 
petroleum, just shipped to him from the 
Standard Ol Co. 's works, New york, which 
he intended throwing on the market to cre- 
ate a panic and destroy the opposition deal- 
ers in England. The scheme, he said, had 
been in contemplation for a long time, but he 
had beep busy buying up Russian oll wells, 
and was now on the ground to person- 
ally direct operations. There would 


be, he added, about 400,000 barrels more 
thrown on the London market inside of six 
weeks. Mr. Merrillis said to have taken the 
deepestinterestin the matter, on the suave 
and olly-tongued Griffith’s statement that 
thrre was a fortune in it for any man who 
would become associated with him.

BRITISH COAL MINERS. 


Given Notice to Quit Unless They Will 
Accept a Big Cut. 


WASHINGTON, Nov, 1.—United States Consul 
Ben. R. Bedle, at Sheffield, has sent to the 
Department of stats an interesting report on 
the coal trade in Great Britain. The Consul 
gives a brief hittory of the demands 
made from time to time dur- 
ing the past several years by the 
Miners’ Federation of Great Britain for 
an advance in wages, and says that in 
August, 1890, the mers were receiving 4 
per cent advance onthe scale of wages rul. 
ing in 1888 and the price at the pit for the best 
Yorkshire steam coal has risen to $2.55 per 
ton, the average price of ¢pal exported from 
the Unitea Kingdom being $3.19 per ton free 
on board. Duriag 1691 and 1692 the 
price, which in 189 had reached 
the highest pot it had touched 
since 1875, was falling me for the past 
six months .

and after asking from;and being refused by 
the Miners’ Federation, a voluntary conces-

their work unless they will accept such re- 
duction, 

The bulk of the notices expired on July 29 
The number of hands directly affected is 
Stated to be not far short of 350,000. It is 
said that the funds at the command of the 
various trades unions amount to above 
$1, +t 270, and it has been arranged that for 
the first three weeks of the strike the men 
shall not receive any strike pay from the 
unions, but shall depend on their own in- 
dividual resources. 

There is every prospect, the Consul says, of 
a very severe struggle and the strike with its 
uncertain result: bas greatly diminished 
trade in his district.

Home as His Wife—A New York Gen 
tleman’s Account of a Tea at the 
Coghian Household in London.

ALWAYS RECBIVED AS HIS WIFE. 

A cablegram from London says that Mrs. 
Coghlan is well known in England, where 
she passed as the actor’s wife. She be- 
longed toa Scotch family of good position, 
and hasa married sister, Mrs. Paxton, liv- 
ing at Richmond. At her sister’s house, as 
elsewhere, she was always received as Cogh- 
lan's wife. A friend of Mrs. Coghlan said: 
The news of Mr. Coghlan's recent mar- 
riage was astonishing to me. Ihave known 


his wife, Louisa, intimately for twenty-five 
years. Her name was Louisa Thorne, and 
she started in life as an actress. Coghlan 
met her thirty-five years ago while on a pro- 
fessional tourin Scotland. He was then 18 
and she 28. I always understood that the 
marriage was an informal one, such as is 
permitted underthe Scotch law, but did not 
suppose it invalid. I think they are certainly 
married morally.’’ 


INTRODUCED TO HIS MOTHER. 

Louisa Thorne, the woman whom Charles 
Coghlan had recognized for over thirty years 
as his wife, 18 well remembered in every city 
inthe United States, and since her crue! 
abasement her friends have spoken many 
wordsinher praise. In her younger days 
she had been well known on the English 
stage as an actress of imposing and dignified 
appearance and fair ability. Miss Thorne 
and Cogblan were members of a stock com- 
panyin Bristol, England, when they first 
met, and while no one can remember any 
actual ceremony, it was always understood 


that they were manand wife—at least under 
the common law of Scotland. Mrs. Coghlan, 
as she was everywhere known, was a woman 
of peculiar dignity of bearing, with a rather 
cold and aristocratic appearance. 

*‘I remember moeting her at the house 
of Coghlan's mother some years ago, said 
a gentleman who is well acquainted with 
the Coghlan family. she presidea at tue 
table on that occasion, if I remember 
rightly, and I cannot forget the strong im- 
pression she made upon me as a woman 
eminently qualified to sit at the head of any 
board. She isa woman of some peculiari- 
ties, a thoughtful, far-sighted and partica- 
larly sensible woman, who, although per- 
haps not on an intellectual level with her 
brilliant husband, was devoted to him and 
stood by him through all his difficulties. He 
always treated her with the most marked 
respect and his repudiation of her now is a 
most astonishing thing to their friends.’’ 

It was learned that Coghlan’s attentions to 
Miss Beveridge began a year ago, about the 
time that the girl first attracted attention by 
her work as an artist. Coghian’s intimates 
soon saw that he was badly smitten, and 
thinking that he wasa married man won- 
dered whereit would end. All that time he 
was living with Mrs. and Miss Coghian’’ at 
the San Remo, but when Gertrade, the 
daughter, was taken ill with the measies he 
took rooms for himself at the Marlborou 
Hotel, They all three left for Prince Ka- 
ward’s Island in May, and the move- 
ments of ‘*Mrs. Coghian’’ since then 
seems to be shrouded in  meytery. 
The impression ig that Coghian, 
finding his relations with the pretty sculp- 
tress comingtoa crisis, succeeded in con- 
vincing the woman whom hehadso long 
called his wife that their common-law mar- 
ria g in Scotland did not hold here and that 
having made up his mind to marry the girl 
she had better retire gracefully, as she had 
no legal claim on him. 

Whether that is so or not is ofcourse only 
surmise, but those who know the woman 
best say that ber natural pride would revolt 
against a contest for the favor of the man to 
whom she hae been faithful so long. 

It is only atew months ago that Coghlan 
confided to a few friends the fact that he was 
Gesperately in love. There was a slight tiff 
between him and Miss Beveridge, a sort 
lovers’ quarrel, and Coghlan went around 
town like a man possessed, The quarrel was 
evidently made up soon after, and he again 
resumed his usual debonnaire manner.

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SCHOOL BOARD METHODS. 


Successive school boards have failed to 
order educational affairs in St. Louis in a 
rational and common sense way because 
they have never worked outa system of 
administration according to any definite 
ideas. There have been several attempts 
to improve matters of detail, but no com- 
prehensive plan has been considered or 
even suggested. Business has been done 
ina haphazard fashion. Nothing is done 
to-day which can possibly be put off un- 
til to-morrow and then only when an 
emergency compels action. 

But emergency legislation is never more 
than a makeshift at the best, Often it ac- 
complishes a present good at great cost to 
future and permanent welfare. St. Louis 
has long outgrown such methods, The 
demands upon educational facilities are 
far beyond the capacity of small-minded, 
small-idead men, who are willing to give | 
only moments to the work when they have 
nothing else to do. 

. The confusion of the past few months 
might have been avoided had there been a 
wise co-operation between the various 
committees of the board. As it is, repairs 
have been neglected, additions to old 
buildings and the construction of new ones 
have been delayed largely, as it would 
seem, because each committee goes its own 
way in happy carelessness of what the 
others propose todo. The Building, Ways 
and Means, and Teachers Committees 
have each been kept busy evading respon- 
sibility for the scandalous want of prepara- 
tion for the new school year, and each 
throws the blame upon the others. 

Something better is expected of future 
boards. It is hoped that there will be a 
more systematic procedure in all matters, 
a clearer, more comprehensive under- 
standing by all members, not only of 
special committee, work, but of the general 
purposes of the At the beginning 
of the year the work f ould be determin 
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way and may not do, and . its 
duties confident that it will not have to 
\reckon upon possible misunderstandings 
j with, the others. 

‘Stich u programme tt adopted and wisely 
followed will be birsinessiike and efficient. 
It will take time and work. The mem- 
bers will have to give more attention to 


their public duties than is perhaps con- 


venient, but if they apt the trust they 
certainly should be held to ita strict per- 
formance. 


COST AND VALUE OF THE FATR. 

The national character of the World’s 
Fair would be very clearly disclosed were 
it possible accurately to ascertain the 
amount and distribution among the lo- 
calities of the cost of the enterprise. 

The balance sheet of the commission 
shows only a comparatively small part of 
thiscost. The actual outlay for buildings 
and grounds and for running expenses 
was enormous. It exceeds the expense of 
any former undertaking of the kind by 
many millions and probably makes any 
attempt to surpass the Fair impossible for 
many decades. The commission started 
out to create the largest and best universal 
Exposition, and it succeeded beyond the 
liveliest expectations. But large as was 
this expense it represents only a part of 
the outlay. The whole country contrib- 
uted to the Fair. A simple calculation 
will give a clew to the amount of such 
contributions. And however inaccurate 
these estimates may be they will be near 
enough the truth to enable a community 
to determine approximately what it paid 
for the big show; and besides the actual 
amount of money spent by individuals, 
the interruption or dislocation of business, 
consequent upon the withdrawal of so 
much currency from local circulation, has 
been a serious burden and may have tight- 
ened the pinch of the financial depression 
in many localities. 

But there can hardly be two opinions 
concerning the utility of the outlay. The 
Fair was worth all it cost. The returns 
upon the investment will not be immedi- 
ately apparent and it may be they can 
‘never be identified as such. But nobody 
doubts that the country is richer to-day 
for the investment it made, richer spirit- 
ually and materially. Every visitor 
carried away with him new sensations and 
ideas which will be serviceable in many 
ways of which he may not be conscious. 
These are so many additions to his mental 
equipment, full of intellectual nourish- 
ment and suggestions for wider studies 
and more intelligent action. At the same 
time the practical worth of the ideas 
acquired througha study of inventions ex- 


hibited at the Fair will show in improved 
mcohanio arte and better mutheds of work . 


We may not be able in all cases to trace 
these suggestions and improvements to 
their source, but they will be none the less 


real and useful.

RELIEVE THE SUSPENSE. 


Although opinions in Congress differ on 
the question of adjournment till the reg- 
ular session in December, thereis practical 
unanimity among Democratic members 
that the tariff bill should be acted upon at 
as early a day as possible. This is 
the only logical and consistent course. The 
people ordered a change three years ago, 
but their mandate was not carried out, ow- 
ing to the obstruction of a Republican Sen- 
ate and President. The order was again 
repeated in 1892, and to _ insure 
compliance, the Senate and Presidency 
were turned over to the Democrats. 
There can be no question as to the public 
will on this point. Early action is de- 
sired. Nothing now stands in the 
way. The Ways and Means Commit- 
tee is composed of men thoroughly 
acquainted with the subject and can 
report as soon as the regular session be- 
gins. A two months’ debate will bring 
the bill to its passage through the House 
by the middle of February or the ist of 
March, andit may become a law by the 
Ist of May.

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THE WAR IN MOROCCO YAY YET - 
BROIL ALL EUROPZ. 


England Must Not Be Allowed to Gain 
Another Foothold on the Mediterra- 
nean— What Spain May Demand of the 
Sultan as Reparation for the Attack 
of Tribesmen on Melilla—Goeneral 


Foreign News. 


Paris, Nov. 1.—The statement is made in a 
leading paper to-day that the Grand Duke 
Alexis of Russia has arranged a treaty be- 
tween France, Russia and Spain, by the 
terms of which the latter’s ultimate 
occupation of Tangier is provided for, 
It is added that even  sbould 
this last mentioned portion of the 
treaty fail to take effect that the powers 
have determined that British occupation of 
Tangier must be prevented at any cost. 

Several of the newspapers of this city and 
other important parts of France join in 
declaring that Europe cannot afford 
to aliow England to occupy and 
hold the key to the Mediterranean 
and these newspapers continue by urg- 
ing the Government to immediately dispatch 
a powerful French squadron to Tangier in 
order to support Spain against interference 
upon the part of Great Britain in the disturb- 
ances about Melilla and to enable the 
French to be ina position to checkmate any 
attempt upon the part of England to land 
troops in Morocco. In fact it is intimated 
that itis the plain duty of France to take 
the initial step stould any interference be 
necessary upon the part of any other 
power than Spain in the affairs of Morocco, 
and it is also urged that the presence of this 
French squadron at Tangier might be used to 
force the Sultan to take steps to support the 
Spanish troops against the Moors now sur- 
rounding Melilla. 

In any case it is intimated that Spain 
should insist that the Sultan of Morocco take 
immediate action against the Moors and that 
when the latter have finally been driven 
away from the heights surrounding Melilla 
that the Spanish Government must in- 
sist upon a heavy indemnity for 
the loss of life sustained in 


the engagements in Morocco and 
that the Sultan should be compelled to * 
the cost of all the war preparation and other 
—— to which the Spanish Government 
has been put through the revolt of the Moors, 


For forty years four European powers have 
been closely watching the movements each 
have made in Morocco, It was one of Bis- 
marck’s prophecies that Europe would one 
day find a second Eastern question in Morocco. 
France has the deepest interestin averting 
the conquest of the Sultan’s dominions 
by any other European power, and es- 
pecially by England, which, already mis- 
tress of Gibraltar, would, if she acquired 
control of the African side of the strait, be 
a dle to lock upthe Mediterranean and shut 
off communication between Marseilles and 
Toulon upon the one hand, and Bordeaux, 
Brest. and Havre on the other. It is 
of vital concern to all the Mediterranéan 
powers to prevent England from acquiring 
absolute mastery over their only outlet to 


the Atlantic. 

It is entirely probable that this Melilla 
affair is the ginning of the aggressive 
movement on Morocco that Spain has long 
meditated. Powerful British intezests at 
Tangier are would 
be benefited dis- 
ruption; while the British Government 
has had more than one cause of regret since 
the wonderful achievements of France in Al- 
gerla and the recent marvelous develop- 
ments of African countries and trade, that it 
ever relinquished its former possession of 
Tangier in 1684. 

Events pie ot mys during the visit of the 
Russian squadron to Toulon give color of truth 
to the statement that the Czar’s Government 
has agreed to lend a heiping hand to France 
in maintaining her foothold in North Africa.

MADRID, Nov. 1.—The whole country has 
caught the war sever, and the popular cry 
now is: Death to the Moors.“ The news 
that the Moors murderea and mutilated the 
Spanish wounded, and the shrieks of the lat- 
ter could be heord in the night dy their 
comrades in the forts has caused tre- 
mendous indignation here and further 
increased the war fever. The reports 
received to-day confirm the statement that 
the most serious fighting occurred on Satur- 
day morning. when eight battalions of in- 
fantry, supported by thirty-six guns, were 
required to make way for the conveyance of 
provisions, which Gen. Ortega was forced to

A 10 percent reduction in the wages of 
employes of the Mobile & Ohio Railway went 
into effect to-day. The reduction was a gen- 
eral one, affecting the wages of every class, 
engineers, firemen, switchmen, conductors, 
brakemen, trainmeh and mechanics 


throughout the entire system from st. Louls 
to New Orleans.

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New Tonk. Nov. i. — Samuel C. Cock, re- 
cently of Joplin, Mo., Where he was largely 
nterested in zinc mining properties, killed 
bimself' in the Hotel st. George, Brook- 
lyn, Monday night by firing a pistol 
ballet into his brain. A few weeks 
ago dis mother, . Mrs. Margaret 
Cook, arrived in Brooklyn from Joplin 
and secured apartments adjoining those of 
her son. Monday he was unusually cheer- 
ful. At 6 o’clock Monday night he played 
billiards in the hotel parlors with Dr. 8. C. 
White. He made some very difficult 
shots and was in high spirits, They went in 
to dinner together and about 7:30 o’clock 
Cook joined his wife and mother upstairs. 

As soon as he reached his own apartments 
Cook’s manner changed. He talked wildly, 
saying he intended to. kill himself, his wife 
remonstrating with him meanwhile. Then 
bastily putting his hand in his hip pocket 


he puiled out the revolver and fired twice. 
One of the bullets missed him and buried 
itself in a wall, ana the other entered bis head 
ony over the right ear, penetrating the brain. 

e felltothe floor unconscious and his wife 
and mother ran shrieking into the hall, 
where they were joined by a number of 
other women who had heard the shots and 
were frantically asking what was the mat- 


ter, 
Cook lived only twenty minutes after firing 
the shot. 

Mrs. Cook is a very pretty woman about 30 
ware ofage. Her parents live in Joplin, 

Oo., Where she was married about four years 
ago. She has no children. 

The suicide was the only child of the late 
Albert G. Cook, who died two years ago at 
Oswego, N. Y. He had invested in zinc min- 
ing in Joplin, Mo., and he sent Sam out there 
to take care of the property which was 
known as the Oswego Zinc Mining Co., 
hoping the responsibility would steady him, 
but it had the contrary effectand he got the 
property badly tangled up. 


HIS LIFE AT JOPLIN. 
JOPLIN, Mo., Nov. 1.—Samuel C. Cook, who 
committed suicide at Brooklyn, N. I., was 
aged about 42 years. He was a son of the late 


Albert G. Cock of Oswego, N. I., and for 
several years represented his father in a 
mining enterprise in Joplin. Mr. 
Cook was an only child, 
His father was possessed of a handsome in- 
come and the wants of the son 
were supplied with a lavigh hand. 
Cook was a man of delicate physique and 
was troubled with ill health. He 
was started to Egypt after attaining 
his majority to try the climate of that 
country, but got no further than 
Paris, France. After some time spent 
there he returned to America and finally 
drifted to California, where he was 
married to a lady who was descended 
from an old Spanish family. Ihe issue of the 
marriage was one child, a son, 
who is still living. After a 
few years Cook and his wife were divorced 
and he went to Colorado. He 
was in Denver in 1885, when 
his father organized the Oswego Mining 
Co. and bought the Picber tract 
of acres at Joplin. Cook came to 
Joplin in 1886 to represent his father’s in- 
terest in the property and he succeeded 
to the management, in 1890 his 
father meanwhile having acquired nearly all 
the stock. In 1888 Cook was married to » iss 
Dollie Potter of Mount Pieasant, Io., 
who had gained some celebrity as a dramatic 
reader, Cook’s father died about two 
years ago, and the Oswego property 
was left encumbered, Cook endeav- 
ored to sell it and by mismanage- 
ment became ingolved in litigation 
which cost him heavily. Eventually 
the property, which is one of the richest 
in the district, passed under the ham- 
mer, and Cook saved little from 
the wreck. His mother obtained for her 
share $100,000 in stock in the company which 
bought the property. Cook spent 
money prodigally. His habits were not 
vicious, but he was weak and easily led.
